| aud the preacher, Mr, Mullock Lad to introdnece 


a semblance of that Bippaney to which, whep 
such matters crop up, weare accustomed in real 
life. That levity nev not-distress na, either. 
who understand its source, Wo English have an 
immanent shyness that prevents tho discussion 
of some matters except inoue tone, the tone 
of the Japanese host whou introducing his wife 
to a foreign guest. As ono of Mr. Mallock’s 
characters'says; In socisty wo are like plovers. 
We mako our several noises at a distince from 
onr own nests~-becausa our nests are xo full of 
what we value that we don't want others to look 
at them.” Remembering always that tho 
argumonts ave ‘conductod by unphilosophic 
puppets, Mr. Mallock here presents o very 
tucidsummary of the conflict between scionce 
and religion, whieh, as n “topic of the doy.” 
will fiud al too many readers in this popular 
form. For the purpose of it, it remains to be 
suid that Mr. Mallock doh less meant well, and 
has done ill, We ‘do not like his casual 
caricature of society, which is equal to Marie 
Corelli ut her worst; wedo not, beliove in his 
women; and while we cannot help admiring 
Mr. Mallock as a witty iconoclast. ho appears 
to us, like all who have tried, for that matter, 
in the light of a dixmal failure when ho essays 
to replace the idols he has overthrown, Cowardly 
it may be to. shirk these questions and 
inconsistencies; perhaps at times there is a 
cowardice that is exeuablo, The result of 
“ philosophic doubt” in one of Mr. Mallock’s’ 
characters will clearly show to whut Mr. 
Mallock has exposed some of his readers who 
(but that it cumo in this guise of a novel) would 


happily have shunned thotborny path. It is the 


wilderness of pessimism into whieh the author 
must plunge some unwary readers; “. . . 
“the idea of the maguitude of the Universe, 
“and the littlenesy snd the evanescence of man, 
“became my constunt companion, wy familiar 
“demon. The seas became puddles; the con- 
« tinents paltry. parishes; the housos cardboard 
“toys; the men microseopie dolls; hmnanity: 
“a passing rash on the surface of a dissolving 
" pilulo,” . 2+. T pursed through a period 
“ during which, had I listened to reason only, 
“T might ootually havo put an ond to my 
“ existence.” Yes, That wey madness lies. Life 
is real ond earnest, as much in its subjective 
illusions as in its objective truths, and it is a 
pity that Mr. Mallock shou'd have heen tempted 
to force, in this way, an appetite for caviare 
apon the unsuspecting general. Hypercritically. 
this book is not oven a novel. It is rather a 
glorified “Sundford oud Merton,” designed 
rather to troubls than to teach, to destroy 
rather than to construct. And withal it is 
abomifably clever and too puinfully true. 


A Deud Reckoning. By JouN BrounDELLs- 
Burton, London: George Boll & Sons. 


Tho title of this novel ix u very far fetched 
ove. The story deals with oa socioty womun 
who had, nnknown to her husband, contracted 
a hasty and foolish marriage, when quite young, 
with a blackguard. Another scoundrel, long’ 
afterwards, conceives the scheme of persuading 
her that her first, hushand, was not drowned, as 
reported ; and acting as lawyor to this mercenary 
and mythical Enoch Arden, blackmailing the 
lady. Tho scheme is cleverly filled in as to 
detail ; but the author might have earlier made 
up bis rind whether to make tho bie charactors 
wholly so, or ouly partly go. The-story should 
teach a useful lesson, for the reader is irritated 
throughout by the Indy’s disinclination to 
confide in her husband. It shows what amass 
of decoit is the necessary superstracture of even 
a small fib when persisted in. By no means 
preachy-preaohy, this isa hexrty, heulthy story 
of quite probable people and ovents,

Tn connection with the ueyotiations relating 

to chaplains a further expression of Jupunése 

officinl seutiment was licited. The Premier, 

Count Katsura, when sppronched by a represent- 


utive of the Japan Evangelical Allinnes, took 
occusion to expliin that at the commencement 
of the war ho and his colleagues in the Cubinet 
had felt some anxiety lest recriminations and 
dissousions might result from accentuation of 
racial and religious prejudices, Special instruc- 
tions were, therefore. issued té. local and 
educational officials in the sense that the fullest 
protection should be given to Russian subjects 
wherever found, and that the duty of treating 
them with courtesy should be overywhero 
inenleated. In spite of this precaution, says the 
Tines’ Tokyo correspondent, disciples of the 
Greek: Church. hat occasionally suffered in- 
dignity. and this: anreasoning resentment had 
extended even to Christian converts of other 
denominations. Count Katsura wont on to 
SAY: 

For my own part, regarding religion as mm 
essential element of civilization. I have nni- 


_formly tried to treat all religions with becoming 


respect, and I beliave it to be an important 
duty of statesmen under all circumstunces to do 
theix, utmost to prevent raciul animosities, And 
so, in the year 1895, at the time of the China. 
Jopan war, my soldiers “had no svoner set foot 
on the Liaotung Peninsula then, I took special 
pains to see that the greatest care was exorcised 
by them, in extending protection from all harm 
to the Christian believersand Churches planted 
there by the English and French missionarios. 
Asthe present war is against Russia—a pro- 
fesaedly Christian nation—I have felt that 
redoubled efforts should be made that no un- 
worthy sentiments should be tolerated, that we 


“ghonld adopt atheroughly unbiassed and equitable 
attitude towards all, aud that the whole nation | 


should gite practical effect to the policy clearly 
set forth in the Imperial Edict that this war 
has no other object than the safety of the empire 
and the peace of the Far East. I sincerely 
hope that no one will be betrayed into the error 
of supposing that such things us differenves in 
race or religion have anything whatever to do 
with tho present complication. 

These words fuirly represent the sentiments 
entertaived by the whole educated class of 
Japanese. Thero is probably no part of the 
world where religious bigotry and racial pra, 
judice have less influence than in Jupan. The 
chapter of his own career quoted above by 
Count Katsura may woll ho reeulled at this time 
hy way of rejoinder to the efforts that St: 
Potersburg and, ino lesser degree, somo other. 
Continental capitals are making to represent 
Japon os the leader of an onti-Occidental 
Orient. General Katsura commanded the army 
that occupied Newchwang in 1805, and the 
ununimous testimony of all forcignors then’ 
residing in Manchuria is that never previously 
had they enjoyed such security or experienced 
so much courtesy. at the hinds of officiuldom. 
Were the administration of Eastern Asin in 
Japanese hands foreigners would everywhere 
possess the freedom, be assured of the safety, 
and experience the kindness for which Japan 
herself Las become remarkuble.

SIR ARCHIBALD DOUGLAS, 

Sir Archibald Leeins Douglas, who has 
succeeded Sir Johan Fisker in tho Portsmouth 
command, is a Canadian by birth, He was a 
midshipman on the old Boseewen, then the flayr- 
ship ow the North America station, and forty-six 
years later he went back to Canada as Comman- 
dey-in-Chief. He is the first, Canadian officer to 
risoto high rank in tho British Navy. Sir Archi- 
bald has a further title tofame. He may claim to 
bo tho father of tho Jupanese Navy. At any 
rato, he it was who saw the birth of that fores 
which is now. winuing for Japan a foremost 
pluce asa naval Power. When the Mikado had 
been fiva years on the throne, and was ouly 
twenty yeurs of age, in E872, he determined to 
reconstruct Japan's land and sea forces. For 
the reorganisation of his Army ho ssked for 
instructors from Germany and France, and the 
Army has .been modelled on Cerman Lines, 
But the enlightened Emperor sought a British 
admiral for the formation of his fleet, and the 
Admiralty selected Commander Dauglas to tuke 

cherge of the naval establish ment to instruct th 
Nippon Kaigun. He was director of the Naval 
Celege.at Tokyo for two yenrs. Sir Archibald 
Douglas records an incident which shows 


the adaptability and resourcefulness of -the 


TJapasesc, aud giyos us the secret of their 


phonomenal progress. Juxt bofore Sir, Archi- 
bald wont out to Inpan the Emperor had been 
at war with somo rebellious subjects, and the 
Japanese had used bows and arrows. If my 
memory services aright. five months after the 
conclusion of hestilities, the Emperor presented 
Sir Archibald with s Winchester rifle, with w 
re nest that it's! oud be presented to the Queen 
of England. The Admiral noticed that 
although it was an (xact pattern. tlie word 
* Winchester” uprn the barrel did hot seem 
quite English. It turned out that within a few 
months the Japanese had made a modern ritte 
and had armed the forces with it. The Emperor 
had brought the weapon to the notive of the 
British officer not only to show what the 
Japanese could do, but what they intended to 
do in the futuro. From that day they have 
been perfecting their forces, and we now see

It would bé easy to treat the Dundonald 
affuir us merely an ugly incident, unfortunate, 
sf course, but not serious, one of those little 
differences that mark the relationship of friends, 
a subject to be avoided and as soon ax may he 
forgotten. That might bo all very well, if the 
matter stood by itself. if'the irvitation were 
! merely of the skin, to he removed by superficial 
omollionts. But if the irritation is aymptomatic 
of something wrong with the blood. some 
disorder in the whole system, to treat it ons 
as a mere surface ailmand ts cortain falluve 4 
vemedy, and may mean driving the poison 
desper into the constitution with nitimate mortal 
ypaults. Look at it from what point of view 
we my, we cannot belp seeing in this affair 
exceediagly disquieting symptoms, touching 
the very life of the British empire, 'Chisindeed 
is its one and only compensating aspect, it 
discloses so radely the weakness of hint we 
ilusively spent of as our imperial xystem that 
even cureless observers can hardly Jielp refluct- 
ing on the anomalons and impossible retation 
by which the different parts of ony Bri 
Ocea ja hang together, ‘Phe imperial issue 
involved is so much more important than the 
personal or so called constitutional consideration 
that. we are inclined te consider the matter 
from’ tlnt point of view only. It ix, of 
course, exceedingly unpleasant — that ! 
dnsult. could be offered to « Ustinenis 
Englistinan. whe soldier has dane 
eminently gool service to the empiré, by a 
Canadian ministr: It is painful thet Lord 
Duuidonald should have received such treatment: 
it is still.more painful that he should have 
received it in Canada. We do not for one 
moment beliove that Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who 
regards a distinguished British officer as 2 
“forsigner” and a * stranger,” has Uie people 
of Canada behind him. We ay strongly believe 
in thoir attachmont to the British Empire.and 
in the reality of theiy imperialism. ux we have 
‘never belisved in the loyalty of Sir- Wilfrid

He profers his Liberalism to the good 
of the empire. and his Liberalism demands that 
w pelant’s point of constitutional procedure 
should be pressed to deprive his country of an 
unusually competent publie servant, who ‘hid 
brought to his work a disinterested keennoss 
which not one of the professionat politicians. of 
whom Sir Wilfrid Laurier ix chief, could for 
one moment match. But Sir Wilfrid ant his 
ministry are but pussing item, and this 
incident, we have no doubt, will help them to 
pass the more quickly to make room for their 
Conseryutive opponeats. And Lord Dundonald 
for his part will knqw how to: take his rebnff, 
making allowances for its authors. and reraem- 
bering his motives in exposing the scandal. 

But more permanent aspects of the affair 
remain. Technically the position of the General 
Officer Commanding the Militia in Canada ix 
peculiar in its tenure. He is appointed by tho 
Imperial Government but paid bythe Do- 
minion : and constitutionally the colonial autho- 
vity ix within its vightin removing him although 
appointed by the Imperial Government. It is 
of course a ridiculous anomaly, unfortunately of 
akind which abounds in our “empire.” Lora 
Dundonald snecceded Major Hutton ;he toofound 
luis position in Canada unpleasant, und in fact 
untenable. In these circumstances it was uiost 
desirable that uo first-rate soldier should: ‘take 
the command of the Canadian militia, a position 
not to be confused with the command of: the 
Imperial troops in Canada, 2 small gurrison 
mainly at Halifax. It wes not certuin where 
or even on which side the source of Major 
Hutton’s difficulty lay. and everybody. was glad

when Lord Dundonald accepted the very im- 
portant hut probably thankless appointment, 
Arriving: in Canada he found nothing but eon- 
fusion in military spheres; there was really no 
military organisation, discipline was slack, equip- 
ment deficient. The element. of compulsory 
service recognised by the Canadian constitution 
had degenerated into a farce, just as it did 
nearer home in the Chaunel Islands, Lord 
Dandonald did ngt find the material at his dis- 
posal very easy to mould. Canada had sent 
excellent contingents of volunteers to Sonth 
Africa. What had Canadians to learn in 
military soience ¥ Toa military mun, of course, 
such a way of looking at things was merely 
foolish. A few picked volunteers, assisting a 
large regular force in a campaign which almost. 


throuyhout had more of the nature of itregulur 


fighting than of scientific, war, could be no 
criterion of the efficiency of a national militia to 
fight independently in a regular: campaign, 
However, there could he,no better raw material 
than the Canadians, und the militia wanted ouly 


organisation ‘and discipline ‘to become au eifec- }' 


tive force. In spite of the difficulties Lord 
Dundonald was making progress, and, what is 
more. he was corrving the Canadiun ‘people with 
him: For reform necessarily nathing was more 
vital than the quality of the militia officers, and 
Lord Dundonald paid close attention to their 
selection. On the formation of a new regiment 
for Eastern Quebec, he submitted a list of 
officers for confirmation by the Government, 
when the Minister of Agriculture, in tho 
absence of the proper Minister of Militia, struck 
out the name of one whom Lord Dundonuld 
knew to be eminently well qualified for the 
poxition of a militia officer. ‘The motive of Mr. 
Fisher's action was pluinly political. and Lord 
Dundonald, knowing the unlimited mischief 
which the introduction of party considerations 
into military administration would meun to the 
militia, took tha opportunity of a public 
diuncr to call attention to the Minister's 
acts. He wanted; of course, not so much 
to get the (particular nominee _ restored 
as to conceutrate attention on the dunyer of 


-| pelitical interference with the command of the 


militia, Forthis Sir Wilfrid Laurior’s ministry. 
wounded in their self-importance. have cashiered, 
him. ‘The text of the order in council relieving 
Lord Dundonsld of his ‘command makes the 
explanation of Mr. Fisher's. action; which was 
always oisy to surmise, clear, It is ‘expluined 
in the order that every Minister is in practice 
given ‘‘special responsibility for the public 
affairs of the province or district with which he 
has close political orniiection."” Mr. Fisher has 
elose political connection with the Eastern town- 
ships of the province of Quebec. Wo all know 
what “ political ” means in local association in a 
country governed by paid professional politici- 
ans. The permanent significance of the matter 
for Canada ix that political minister, in this 
ease of all things in the world the Minister for 
Agriculture, no matter how profoundly ignorant 
of everything to do with soldiering, iy to over- 
ride the doliherate jndgment in his own depart- 
ment of the professional soldier expressly 
appointed as expert to: command the national 
militia. And in future the Canadian ministry, 
by: the weakness of the prosont: Imperial 
Government, will make {he appointment. 
Possibly this latter change is not of such 
significance ax might appear, for it is doubtful 


if any British soldier of position would in |. 


future cousent to take an appointment exposing 
him to the chanees of such treatment as Lord 
Duridonald has received. But the effect on the 
Canndisn militix will be disastrous. No doubt 
-the Minister for Agriculture and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier think a Canadian civilian quite as good 
a military instructor a3 any professional soldier. 
One day the Canadiuns will find out the reverse, 
and the British empire will sufer for thoir 
mistake.
